LONDON, May 19.—Powerful 
fleets of Allied bombers and 
fighters struck at Europe again 
today, roundin: out a week of 
non-stop attacks to soften up 
Adolf Hitler's continental fort- 
ress for a land invasion. 

The daylight raiding forces flew 
at great height over the channel 
toward northern France and re- 
turned half an hour later. The 
weather was ideal for offensive op- 
erations. 

Royal Air Force and “RCAF, 
long-range night fighters damaged 
20 trains in a _ broadside blast 
against German communications in 
the occupied territory of western 
Europe. 

A pilot of a Canadian squadron 
patrotied for almost four hours 
and damaged five trains. Another 
shot up four trains. 

A Boston Intruder attacked five 
barges in the Seine river, damaging 
at least three. 


FLOOD DESTRUCTION 


Reports filtering out of Germany 
told of additional destruction and 
casualties wrought by flood waters 
on the big Mohne and Eder dams, 
which were wrecked by British and 
Canadian planes Sunday night. 

A dispatch to the London Daily 
Telegraph from Stockholm re- 
ported the sluices across the Ruhr 
river at Duisburg were in danger 
of yielding to the tremendous 
pressure, Duisburg is one of the 
main centres of German heavy 
industry at the confluence of the 
Ruhr anw Rhine rivers and Is the 
country’s inland port. 

Shipping was to have been moved 
from the Duisburg docks into the 
Rhine

Premier nier King Now 
White House Guest

WASHINGTON, May 19.—Prime 
Minister W. L. M. King, left his 
private car here today to be the 
house guest of President Roose- 
velt and engage in the momentous 
discussions which called him away 
from Canada in the midst of par- 
liamentary session. 

It is expected that Mr. King will 
remain at the White House until to- 
morrow afternoon. The prelimin- 
ary conversations with the British 
prime minister and the president 
started this morning but lasted only 
briefly due to Mr. Churchill's en- 
gagement to speak to congress at 
noon. For that occasion Mr. King 
sat with the president in the execu- 
tive box. 

Early this afternoon the conver- 
sation among the three statesmen 
will be resumed and they will con- 
tinue intermittently until the Can;

The main enemy position on 
Attu island, Navy Secretary Knox 
reported to a press conference 
yesterday, is at the southern end 
| of Holtz Bay. A _ subordinate 
position is held by the Japane: 
at Chichagof harbor, which lies 
to the northeast of the Holtz Bay 
position and between five and 
ten miles away. 

The junction of American forces 
in the heights southeast of Holtz 
Bay place the Japanese in a posi- 
|tion where they are fighting with 
their backs to sea and have no 
choice except to make a stand 
either at Holtz Bay or Chichagof 
harbor. 

POSITION UNTENABLE 

The fact that American troops 
now hold these heights suggests, 
although battle reports so far have 
not indicated it, that the Japanese 
are in an untenable position there 
and may be compelled to with- 
draw. 

The. only place to which they 
could then fall back, so far as is 
known here, would be Chichagof 
harbor. To prevent their becom- 
ing too strongly entrenched 
there it seemed likely that at 
least a part of the Massacre Bay 
force would strike out in that 
direction in pursuit of the fleeing 
troops from the pass. 

Throughout the Pacific US. 
forces were braced for a possible 
Japanese counter-stroke to their 
apparently losing battle to hold 
Attu Island. 


Deny Premier May

He said treatment 
of an illness of that kind is “usu- 
ally rather lengthy but there is 
every reason to believe Mr. Aber- 
hart will recover and return to 
his office.” 


Although Mr. Aberhart’s illness 
is considered serious, the acting 
premier said there were “no 


grounds whatever for assuming 
that Mr. Aberhart will no longer be 
able to lead his government.”

[Determined to Lay 
Nippon Cities, War 
Industries in Ashes 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—(AP)—Setting his jaw firm- 
ly, Prime Minister Churchill pledged today British participa- 
tion in an eventual finish fight until Japan’s war industries 
and cities are laid in ashes. 


Britain, Mr. Churchill said, will be in there fighting 
“side by side with you while there is breath in our bodies 
and blood flows in our veins.” 


When that finish fight will come he did not specify, but 


his ringing prophecy of utter destruction of the enemy in the 


Pacific, sounded to a joint session of the United States Con- 
gress, went out over the air waves to the world abroad 
enemy and Allied countries alike. ; 


Declaration Brings Great Applause 


There was thunderous applause from members of Con-| 


gress and high officials of the British and United States gov- 
ernments as the Prime Minister spread his feet apart, stuck 
his hands in his pockets in a characteristic gesture and made 
his declaration. 


Then, he disclosed a moment later, he and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt hope for a meeting soon with Premier Stalin 
of Russia and Gen. Chiang Kai-shek of China. 


Mr. Churchill declared also that Britain’s air offensive 
is forcing Germany to withdraw “more and more’ planes 
from the fighting fronts to “purely defensive” operations at 
the expense of loss of aggression and initiative. 


This, he said, will prove a ‘major factor in bringing vic- 
tory.” 


Japan's Cities Will Lie in Ashes 


As for Japan's cities and war industries, Mr. Churchill 
flatly declared: 


“In ashes they must surely lie before peace comes to the 
world.” 


“I regard the bringing of immediate and effective aid 
to China,” Mr, Churchill said, ‘“‘as one of the most urgent of 
our common tasks.” 


He turned to a discussion of the war in the Pacific soon 
after beginning his extemporaneous remarks, as if taking 
note of recent speeches in the United States Senate urging 
that the war against Japan be given precedence over the des- 
truction of Hitler and Mussolini in Europe. 


“Much To Be Repaid” 


Recounting the loss of the Netherlands East Indies and 
of the Malayan Peninsula and the great British base at 
Singapore, Mr. Churchill said that “all this has to be retrieved 
and much else has to be repaid.” 


Let no one suggest, the Prime Minister said, that Brit- 
ain has not at least as great interest in the Pacific war as 
the United States. 


With America’s high officials and dignitaries of her Al- 
lies sitting in with the house and senate in joint session, Mr. 
Churchill was making his first public appearance since his ar- 
rival more than a week ago for war talks with President 
Roosevelt. 


Brought Experts From India 

He brought with him Field Marshal Sir Archibald Wavell 
and other military leaders from the India theatre, but he told 
his audience, he did not bring them here “merely to tmprove 
the health and happiness of the Mikado of Japan.” 


They were brought here, he added, to thrash out all the} 


points raised in a Pacific war “and there are many.” 


Uf all that is necessary to turn British forces in the 
east upon Japan is an order, he said, “then that order would 
be given this afternoon,” 


But he added that such movements are governed by 
what American military leaders ‘call the science of logistics’ 
the art of supplying military forces, 


Ring of Guards Circle Capital 

A ring of armed guards was stationed around the Cap- 
itol for Mr. Churchill's visit. Helmeted troops, armed with 
rifles, were posted at 20-foot intervals to form an outer cir- 
cle, while others did sentinel duty at the entrances, 


Spectators cheered as Mr, Churchill entered the 
Capitol building. In his party were such dignitaries as 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King of Canada; the Duke and 
Duchess of Windsor; Crown Princess Martha of Norway; 
Myron Taylor, special ambassador of President Roosevelt

Running True to Form 


A Japanese submarine commander has 
again attested the right of his country to 
recognition as a full-fledged member of the 
Axis. Revolting as it is, both as an act and 
in its stark defiance of international law, 
the joing of a hospital ship off the 
coast of Australia can awaken no surprise. 
It is precisely the kind of thing that would 
be expected of the captain of an Axis U- 
boat, whichever branch of the cultural 
trinity he might belong to. The Japs are 
travelling in the right company. As be- 
tween them and their Nazi and Fascist 
partners there is not much to choose, on 
the ground of human decency or the keep- 
ing of pledges to honorable conduct. 

The torpedoing of a hospital ship is on 
a par with the sinking of a passenger 
veasel in mid-ocean and the unwarned 
sinking of a merchantman. Of one or other 
every member of the Axis has been guilty. 
If either offence has not been committed 
in the name of any one of the Axis powers 
it has to be assumed that the opportunity 
did not arise, not that the will was absent. 
The moral basis of their alliance is con- 
tempt for the standards by which civilized 
men govern their conduct. 


Peace and Production 


Most Edmonton house-holders are put- 
ting in gardens this year, or have already 
done so in anticipation that the delayed 
spring would arrive sometime. They are 
doing this not only because they like to 
fdorn but because they like to eat and 

oresee that supplies are likely to be none 
too plentiful next fall. The family garden 
is far more important this year than it or- 
dinarily is, and of much more value in the 
eyes of the owner. It is not a hobby but a 
business proposition. 

Before a crisis develops on the home 
front the owners of dogs—and other 
domestic pets—should remember that 
these are required by law to be kept on the 
owner's premises. This is fairly well un- 
derstood, but between the understanding 
of the law and its observance there is fre- 
quently a gap. This may have been a minor 
matter in winter time, but it takes on a 
different significance at present. A Vic- 
tory Garden and a neighbor's dog or 
chickens do not mix with advantage to the 
garden, And since gardens are much more 
important than the wanderlust of dogs and 
chickens, it is time to tie up and pen up 
these potential wreckera of gardens and 
destroyers of eeishpornge’ good-will. 


He’s a Busy Man 


Gestapo chief Himmler has been sent 
to Bulgaria, further proof that King Boris 
is in trouble with his non-Axis subjects. 
And suggesting also that the head 
butcher's services in Italy were not in pros- 
pect of suppressing the discontent there, 
since he was only summoned to Mussolini's 
aid a fortnight ago. The situation in the 
peninsula may have been found to be be- 
yond remedy, or at least not susceptible to 
cure by massacre. 

As Himmler is only sent where super- 
brutality is required, the Axis grip on Bul- 
garia must be weakening under pressure 
of popular resentment. That he will find 
the Bulgarians as intractable as the Ital- 
ians is quite possible. They were steered 
into the war by an adroit combination of 
treachery, force and bribery. The Nazi 
party was strong before Russia entered 
the war. It was backed by German mili- 
tary forces sent into the country, and 
acraps of territory lost by Bulgaria in the 
former great war were restored as a sop to 
non-Nazi sentiment. 

Bulgarian loyalty was strained when 
Hitler attacked Russia. It has been weak- 
ened by the loss of Bulgarian troops sent 
to fight on the eastern front, and again by 
the Fuehrer’s recent demand for more. 
If Himmler can terrorize the Bulgarians 
by his well known methods he will have to 
employ these on a wholesale plan. That he 

dare do this is rather doubtful. 


Canada’s Financial Power 


Not least among the benefits from the 
successful flotation of the Fourth Victory 
Loan is the new conception Canadians now 
have of the extent of their financial re- 
sources.

It is time for Little Canadians to revise 
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their notion of the financial power of their 
country.

enough money in the country, and so on, 
and so on. Well, the bonds were bought. 

What is more—we did it once and we 
can do it again. And will do it again, 
and yet again, until the Axis is smashed 
and the world is free.

United States Air Plans

OTTAWA. — Of all the United | 
Nations, the United Stafes presents | 
the most interesting, and in many 
ways baffling, contrasts of opinion 
on post-war international aviation.

NEW YORK CITY—I have just 
heard that 75 Red Cross scholar- 
ships will be available July 1st for 
selected persons, who will be elig- 


ible for training in approved 
schools for social work. The need 
for trained personnel in home ser- 
vice activities has increased so 
much, that the Red Cross finds its 
obligations to the families of men 
in the ‘armed forces can only be 
fulfilled by relieving this short- 
age of trained personnel at home. 

This shortage of trained person- 
nel is felt in many fields. We hear 
a great deal about the rise in juv- 
enile delinquency and we ‘often 
think of that as meaning only 
youngsters between sixteen and 
wenty-five. It really includes 
those youngsters from 7 years up, 
whgse mothers have taken war 
jobs. 

Instead of having more people to 
supervise playgrounds and after- 
hour schoo! play, there are fewer 
of them. Instead of being able to 
develop more programs to inter- 
est these young people in games, 
new occupations and skills of dif- 
ferent kinds, it is almost impos- 
sible to find people to carry on 


such programs as were already 
started before the war. 
Industry, civic groups and the 


government have begun to do 
something by establishing day 
nurseries to meet the problem of 
the very young child, but we have 
done comparatively little as yet to 
face the more serious problem of 
the older children. Equipment will 
be needed in many cases, as well 
as trained personnel to take care 
of them. 

It may not sound as though care 
of children was in any way a part 
or the war effort. Yet, if we really 
expect women to work in greater 
numbers than ever before in the 
factories and in any of the innum- 


}erable war time jobs that are now 


open, the communities will have

Part of Post-War Program 


“The Kind of Post-War Canada the People Want” was 
discussed in Edmonton Monday night by Hon. Ernest C. 


Manning, provincial secretary 


and acting premier when he 


spoke in the absence at the Pacific coast of Premier William 


Aberhart. A definite outline 


program was given by Mr. Manning in his talk. 


Our first consideration must be « 


for the returned men of the fight- 
Ing forces, and for men of the 
merchant marine. “They are risk- 


ing their lives, their health, their | 


all on the battle-fronts of the 
world so that Canadians may be 
free to build a post-war Canada 
which will be worthy. of our 
ideals and our proud British 
heritage,” Mr. Manning said. 
“The minimum we should demand 
for our fighting heroes and their 
dependents is the guarantee of full 
economic security, with free access 
to all necessary medical services, 
and preferential opportunities, in- 
cluding adequate financial assist- 


ance to re-establish themselves in| 


the life of the nation.” 
POST-WAR NEEDS 


the workers in industry will want. 

Besides the wishes of the farmers, 
the manufacturers, the merchants 
and the workers, four general re- 
quirements of the post-war economy 
were discussed by Mr. Manning. 

His address follows: 

It is my privilege to discuss with 
you the wishes of the Canadian 
people in respect to the kind of re- 
constructed post-war order they de- 
sire and intend to have when the 
present grim conflict comes to a 
victorious close. 

It seems to me that we have 
reached the stage where we should 
crystallize our thinking along two 
important lines. First, we should 
ascertain whether or not the people 
of Canada are in general agreement 
as to the kind of post-war order 
they desire. Following this we 
should consider the steps which the 
people themselves as the supreme 
constitutional authority should take 
now in order to assure that their 
desires will be realized. 

To begin with, let us state the 
broad objectives of our social and 
economic systems. There is no diffi- 
culty about this. The broad objec- 
tives for which mankind is striving 
today are the same as those for 
which our forefathers struggled 
for centuries. They are the attain- 
ment of the maximum economic 
security accompanied by the great- 
est possible personal freedom com- 
patible with an effective, happy and 
abundant social life. May I repeat 
that: The attainment of the maxi- 
mum of economic security accom- 
panied by the greatest possible per- 
sonal freedom compatible with an 
effective, happy and abundant 
social life. 

NO DISAGREEMENT 

So in spite of the frantic efforts 
which are being made by interna- 
tional finance and other powerful 
interests to use the conditions 
created by the war to railroad us 
into a totalitarian system, the over- 
whelming majority of the people of 
Canada, and for that matter of 
every other British nation, are de- 
termined not only to preserve their 
constitutional democrate rights, but 
to use them for the establishment 
of a properly functioning demo- 
cracy which will give them “gov- 
ernment in accordance with the will 
of the people”. 

To sum up, then—the program of 
post-war reconstruction must pro- 
| vide economic and social security 
for all, with the maximum of in 
dividual freedom, under a properly 
| functioning democrate system,

I believ it is a fair sum- 
mary of the broad results the people 
of Canada want from a recon- 
struced post-war economy. If you 
are agreed, we can now proceed to 
a more definite outline of a people's 
Post-war reconstruction program. 

Naturally our first consideration 
must be for the returned men of our 
fighting forces and merchant ma- 
rine—those who are risking their 
lives, thelr health, their all on the 
battle fronts of the world so that 
Canadians may be free to build a 
post-war Canada which will be 
worthy of our ideals and our proud 
British heritage. 

These men are fighting for the 
security and the freedom which 
alone can form the foundation of 
that greater Canada for which we 
are striving. We can never hope to 
repay the debt of gratitude we owe 
to them. But what we can do Is to 
ensure that when they return to us 
victorious—many of them crippled 
in mind and body—they shal] be 
the first to have the guarantee of 
the security and freedom that they 
have won for us. We can ensure 
that the dependents and loved ones 
of those who have died that Canada 
may live shall never want, and shall 
be accorded the honor and security 
which are their due. 

Therefore the minimum we should 
demand for our fighting heroes and 
their dependents—and of course, | 
include the splendid men of the 
merchant marine, is: The guarantee 
of full economic security, with free 
access to all necessary medica) ser- 
vices, and preferential opportun- 
ities, including adequate financial 
assistance to re-establish them- 
selves in the life of the nation 
LEAST WE CAN DO 

Is there anyone—I say anyone— 
who would oppose that? We are do- 
ing this much for these brave men 
how, even with a large part of our 
productive effort diverted to the 
manufacture of the arms and muni- 
tions of war, Surely what I have 
outlined is the least we can do for 
them when we are able to release 
the flood-gates of full-time produc- 
tion for peacetime consumption, 

Next, we have to consider ‘us| 


basic industries. The foundation of 
our economy is agriculture, and un- 
less we have a prosperous and 
flourishing agriculture we cannot 
hope to have a stable and progres- 
sive economic structure. Generally 
speaking there seems to be com- 
plete agrement among our farmers 
regarding what they want: 

They want just prices for their 
products which will enable them to 
recover their production costs and 
give them a reasonable return for 
their services on a parity with 


manufacturing industries. They 
want a fair adjustment of the 
crushing debt burdens pressing 


upon them which have accumulated 
due to copditions beyond their con- 
trol and through no fault of their 
own. They want adequate credit 
facilities and reasonably stable 
marketing conditions; and _ they 
want security in their homes and 
on their land. 


NOT UNREASONABLE 

Again, surely nobody could op- 
pose those as being unreasonable 
demands! 

As I stated a few minutes ago, 
manufacturers and merchants like- 
wise are not unreasonable in their 
requirements. They want the assure 
ance of a market in which the peo- 
ple have adequate purchasing power 
to buy their goods at remunerative 
prices which will give them a fair 
return for their services. And, like 
our ‘farmers, they want adequate 
credit facilities to enable them to 
operate efficiently. 

Workers in industry and com- 
merce desire adequate wages and 
salaries which will provide them 
with a standard of living in keeping 
with the enormous productive re- 
sources of our country. Then too, 
workmen want the assurance of 
security in the event of unemploy- 
ment, sickness or disability, with 
the guarantee of adequate pensions 
when they retire from work. Surely 
this is not unreasonable! 


With the vast resources at our 
disposal, these results all are ene 
tirely possible—but not under our 
present monopolistic financial sys- 
tem. Now what about the general 
requirements of our post-war econe 
omy which we have not yet cove 
ered? | believe these can be sume 
marized in a few sentences: 


SECURITY NEEDED 

First; Every Canadian citizen 
should be guaranteed basic social 
and economic security under cone 
ditions which will give him the 
maximum of freedom with no un- 
Necessary bureaucracy and regi- 
mentation. 

Second: Every Canadian should 
have access to all essential medical 
services and educational facilities, 
A healthy and well informed peo- 
ple is essential to a vigorous de- 
mocracy—and, moreover, access to 
Proper health and educational sere 
vices in this modern age should be 
the right of a free and sovereign 
people. 

Third: The people should at all 
times have sufficient purchasing 
power to buy the total national pro- 
duction. Therefore through parliae 
ment they should and must have 
the effective control of the issue of 
all money—both currency and crede 
it—so that they may thereby cone 
trol the nature and the volume of 
Production. as well as its equitable 
distribution, Without this effective 
contro] over the monetary system, 
we can never hope to have a propere 
ly functioning democracy. 

Fourth: Everybody’ is heartily 
sick of unnecessary government 
bureaucracy, state regimentation, 
harsh taxation’ and crushing debt— 
and when the need for putting up 
with these evils no longer exists, 
they shouid be swept Into the limbo 
of the past as features which are 
incompatible with the democratie 
way of life. 

Well, there you are. I believe 
what I have outlined in general 
terms provides a sound, sensible 
basis for a post-war reconstruction 
program, and because it embodies 
the results which the people them 
selves want, it would have the supe 
port of an overwhelming majority 
of the Canadian people. Moreover, 
it is reasonable and practical, it is 
ot complicated and involved, and 
What is more there is nothing im it 
which cannot be made a reality.

Transfer Order 
Notice ta Certain Employers aad Employees 


Notice is hereby given that men employed in certain specified lines 
of civilian employment, who are in age and marital classes already 
designated under National Selective Service Mobilization Regula- 
tions, must report for interview not later than June 15th, 1943, to 


an Employment and Selective Service Office. 


D. Procedure to be Followed: 


A. Objective: 

This Second Order makes available 
for essential employments the services of 
men in age and marital classes designated 
as callable for Military Training under 
National Selective Service Mobilization 
Regulations, who are presently employed 
in the ‘non-essential employments. now 
specified. 


B. EMPLOYMENTS COVERED BY 
THIS ORDER: 

Men, of the specified categories, are 
covered if now employed in any of 
the following: 

(1) Any occupation in or associated 
with retail stores; (2) any occupation 
in or associated with the manufac- 
turing of feathers, plumes and artifi- 
cial flowers; chewing gum; wine; lace 


goods; grecting cards; jewelry; (3) 
any occupation in or associated with 
distilling alcohol for beverage; (4) 


any occupation in or associated with 
the factory production of statuary 
and art goods; (5) any occupation in 
the operation of ice cream parlours 
and soda fountains; (6) any of the 
following occupations: bus boys; char- 
men and cleaners; custom furriers; 
dancing teachers; dish washers; door- 
men and starters; greens keepers; 
grounds keepers; porters (other than 
in railway train service); private 


chauffeurs. 


Cc. AGE AND MARITAL CLASSES OF 
MEN COVERED BY THIS 
ORDER: 

(a) Every man born in any year 
from 1917 to 1924 (inclusive) who 
has reached age 19. 

(b) Every man born from 1902 to 
1916 (inclusive) who, at July 15th, 
1940, was: (i) unmarried; or (ii) 
divorced or judicially separated; or 
(iii) a widower without child or 
ehildren. 

(ce) Every man born from 1902 to 
1916 (inclusive) who has, since July 
15, 1940, become a widower without 
child or children now living. 

(d) Every man born from 1902 to 
1916 (inclusive) who, since July 15, 
1940, has been divorced or judicially 
separated. 


All men as defined above must report 
to an Employment and Selective Service 
Office not later than June 15th, 1943. Men 
resident outside a city or town having 
an Employment and Selective Service 
Office, who are too far removed to call 
personally, may write to the nearest office 
in the first instance, and await further 
directions. 


E. OBLIGATIONS OF EMPLOYEES: 

When directed to accept employ- 
ment, subsequent to the interview 
referred to, men described in Para- 
graphs B and € above are required by 
the Regulations to follow the direction 
given. 


F. OBLIGATIONS OF EMPLOYERS: 
It will be illegal for an employer 
to retain in his employ after June 15th, 
1943, any men referred to in Para- 
graph C above, at any of the employ- 
ments set forth in Paragraph B above, 
unless a special permit has been ob- 
tained from a National Selective Ser- 
vice Officer, permitting such action, 


G, Transportation: 

Special provisions will be made for the 
transportation of iien moved to work at 
a new place of residence, 


H. Appeals: 

If directed to transfer to employment 
subsequent to interview, a man miay, if he 
objects, enter appeal with a Court of 
Referees, within 7 days of receiving such 
direction 


I, Penalties in Case of Employers: 
Penalties are provided for any 
ployer who retains in, or takes into, his 
employ after June ISth, 1943, any man 
covered by the Order, except under 

special permit
